. The admission rate for all causes continued the increase which has been recorded for 
three consecutive weeks. The 1944 curve, however, stands below the 1943 curve for the correspond 
ing period. The highest rate(876) was reported for the Potomac and Severn River Commands, the 
lowest(355) for the 12th District. } 


The respiratory disease curve rose slightly and for four consecutive weeks has stood 
above the 1943 curve for the corresponding periods. The highest rate(189) was reported for the 
13th District, the lowest(58) for the 12th District. In only four Districts and the Potomac and 
Severn River Commands did the rate for these infections fail to rise. 


The veneral disease rate was reported, as last week, at 34. The curve continues to 
Stand above the 1943 curve. The highest rate(47) was reported for the 8th District, the lowest 
(22) for the 9th District. 


Influenza and Catarrhal Fever., For the third consecutive week the rate for these in- 
fections increased and it would appear that the upward trend from the summer time low has al- 
ready begun. The 1944 curve continues to stand well below the 1943 and 1942 curves for the 
= led td period. The 9th District reported the highest rate(103) and the 12th District the 

owest(38)... 


Pneumonia--Broncho and Lobar. The rate for these infections continues at 1. This 
compares very favorably with a rate of 1.9 for the corresponding week of 1943, and a rate of 
3.4 for the corresponding’ week of 1942. The 13th District reported the highest rate(5). The 
Ist, 4th, and 6th Districts and the Potomac and Severn River Commands reported no cases. 


Pneumonia, Atypical. After standing at 2 for the past thirteen weeks the curve for 
this infection rose this week to 3. Since the week ending June 24, the atypical pneumonia rate 
has exceeded the broncho and lobar pneumonia rate. The highest rate(9) was reported for the 
8th District, the lowest rate(0.53) for the 12th District.

Tonsillitis and Pharyngitis, Acute. The curve for these infections rose slightly this 
week after standing at 33 for the two preceding weeks. The 13th District reported the highest 
rate (89), the 6th District the lowest rate(19). 


Rheumatic Fever, Acute. For the fifth consecutive week the rheumatic fever rate has 
been 1. The rate for the corresponding week of 1943 was also 1. The highest rate(9) was report- 
ed for the 18th District. The 4th, 7th, and 8th Districts and the Potomac and Severn River Com- 
mands reported no cases. ‘ 

Scarlet Fever. The scarlet fever curve after standing for four consecutive weeks at 
2, turned upward to 3. Largely responsible for this was the rate of 51 reported for the 13th 
District. No other District reported a rate over 2 and the 1st, 4th, 6th, and 8th Districts and the. 
Potomac and Severn River Commands reported no cases. Though the curve stands below. the, 
1943 curve it is well above the 1942 curve for the corresponding period. 


Cerebrospinal Fever, Meningococcic. The rate for this infection rose slightly. this 
week but the trend which started the fourth week in February still appears. to be downward.-Only> 
three Districts reported cases. The highest rate reported was that of 2 for the 4th District. 


Malaria. After standing at 2 for four consecutive weeks the malaria curve turned up- 
ward this week to 3. The rate for the corresponding week of 1943 was 7.and for. the, correspond- 


ing week of 1942 it was 0.2. The highest rate(9) was reported for the 1st District. The 7th 
District reported no cases. ~~ | : OG Waar : : iF 


.oMeasles. The measles curve continued its downward trend this week and stands at the 
lowest point recorded for any week in 1944. The curve stands below: both the 1943 and the 1942 
curves’ for the corresponding period. No District reported a rate over 2.. The Ist, 4th, 6th, and 
8th Districts and the Potomac and Severn River Commands reported no,.cases.

| Poliomyelitis, Anterior, Acute. Eleven new cases of poliomyelitis were reported for 
the week by Continental Shore Stations -- 8 from the 11th District, 1 from the 12th District, and 


2 from the 9th District. The cumulative total of poliomyelitis cases reported from all Continental 
Stations, Jan 1 through Aug 19, is 34. *
